Dr. Stonner, the surgeon In charge of the United
States Marine Hospital, with his staff, completed
vesterday n careful examination nf the ons hundred
rick and wounded soldiers transferred to that hos-
pital on Baturday nlght from the Ollvette. Ha
pinted yesterday afternoon that all were convales-
elng and were in good conditlon. There had heen
no amputations, and Dr, Stonner thought that
nona would ba necessary. The most sertous of the
woutids wers cases where bullets had shattered
hones nt knes or elbow foints. 1n thess cases the
surgsons are working not oniy to save the limha,

hut to pravent stiff jolnts.

NOT ALLOWED TO BE LANDED AT FORT
MONROE-MAY COME TO THIS CITY.

States transport Seneca. carrying the last of the
gick and wonnded soldiers from the war hospital |
at Siboney, paseed In at the Virginia Capes this |
afternoon at 1 o'clock, and an heur and a half
later east anchor in Hampton Roads, opposite ‘
tha Chamberiin Hotel.

To The Tribune correspondent Dr. Pettus
stated positively that he would not permit any
of the sick or wounded aboard the Seneca to
come ashore at O!d Poaint. When asked for his
reason he replied: “There are several reasons,

INSU'RGENTS PROPOSE RECONCILIATION
USDER A REPUBLICAN FLAG.
Manlla, July 13, via Hong Kong, July 18.—~An

! Important Interview has just been hela hetween

General Aguinalde's sscretary, Legavda, and a
prominent loyal native white man, and the
Spanish commander, Captain-General Augusth.
The Insurgents’ representatives urged tieneral
Augustl to surrender the city, asserting that
fifty thousand Insurgents surrounded Manila,
and were able to enter {t at any moment. Thus
tar, they added, the Insurgents had been re-
strained with difficulty, but If the Spaniards
continued stubborn the result would be that the
fnsurgents would be compelled to bombard and
storm the olty, “with the inevitable slaughier,
unparalleled In history, hecause In the excite-
ment of hattle they cannot diseriminate.”

Continuing, the Captain-General's visitors ad-
vised him to disregard the officlal fictions re-
garding alleged Spanish victerles in C‘uba and
reinforcements coming to the Philippine Isl-
ands and propose a reconcillation between the
Spaniards and the Philippine natives under &
republican flag and a joint endeavor to persuade
the Americans to abandon hostilities in the Phil-
ippine Tslands, Finally, the representatives of the
insurgents proposed an appeal to the Powers o
recognize the independence af the Philippine
Islande.

The Captain-Gieneral replled that he must
fight, however hopeless the Spanish cause. Le-
garda then returned to Cavité, taking with him
the natlve, who |s a parnled prisoner.
